It was written, 
I shrewdly guess, on the lid of a packing case. But that ts 
neither here nor there. Perhaps you'd like to know what this 
young Maccabee had to tell me; in what deeds of derring-do 
he and his comrades had figured. 

As a matter of fact he had nothing to say as to what it 
feels like to be amid the whizzing shells. ‘ You read all about 
these things in the papers,’’ was his one and only comment. 
“ Besides, the Censor might object. But I tell you what you 
might do for me. Send along a pound or so of the nicest 
almond rock you can get your way. I'm dying for a dainty.” 

Expanding bullets, death-dealing shells, and all the 
paraphernalia of war around him. Any moment might place 
that grim full-stop to a decidedly promising career. And 
yet: ‘Send along some almond rock, I’m dying for a dainty.” 

What interests me mightily, is the evidence of the ruling 
passion in the hour of gravest peril. 

For we are a sweet-toothed people, in very sooth, as 
befits a race of L-astern origin. ‘‘ Sugar and spice and all that’s 
nice,” from the Passover “ Haroset”’ to cloying confections 
worth a king’s ransom. From the oil challa of our grand- 
mothers to the sugary preserves of the resourcetal Jewess from 
the land of tulips, forever a martyr to raging toothache. 

I have pondered long and deeply over the so-called fate that 
awaits the sweet-toothed on the day of their marriage. Tradition 
hath it that it is bound to rain on the wedding-day of a lover 
of dainties. But tradition, inthe light of Italian philosophy, has 
often proved a traitor. Itdidn’t rain on my wedding day. The 
sun shone for the very joy of shining. And, did you but know 
it, Sepharad is ‘‘some”’ lover of dainties. 


So much for tradition! 
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Still, there is no getting away from the certain fact that a 
plebiscite of the sweet-toothed ones would find Israel at the 
head of the poll.

We have to thank Judge 
Kk ENTOUL for having afforded us the opportunity of.at once doing this 
and of at the same time assuring him that nothing was further from 
our intention than bringing into “contempt,” even technically, the 
proceedings. in his: Court. 

BACK TO 1812, 

As we write, there is no decision in the Eastern conflict. The 
huge armies are at grapple, but the issue hangs in the balance. Aly 
that is certain is the growing devastation of the War zone, to so large 
an extent a Jewish Jocal. What the sword spares, fire devours—not 
ire accidentally kindled, but flames deliberately raised as part of the 
strategy of the campaign. The Russia of 1812 is born again, and 
destruction and desolation are the marks of its rebirth, We do 
not complain of this new-old development. We must all bow to 
the iron law of military. necessity, But as sensible men we must 
measure up its economic effects. If the 1812 policy is to be con- 
tinued and extended, and. if villages and towns are to be fired in 
the wake of the Russian retreat, then we must be prepared for the 
indefinite multiplication of Jewish beggars. Countless livelihoods will 
perish in the holocaust, and, since many centres of Jewish settlement 
will be wiped off the map, the Jewish area will shrink to that extent 
and our people, confined as they are to the towns in the Pale of 
Settlement, will be utterly unable to live where in even normal times 
poverty reigned over all:. The» Russian community could not possibly 


cope with the gigantic load of pauperism and misery that is thus being 


ruthlessly piled up, and international Jewry will presently be confronted 
by. the most colossal ‘problem that ever faced it in its chequered 
history. ‘The question is, should it stand still and wait for the surging 
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flood of beggary to rise and overwhelm it, or should it prepare for the 
deluge beforehand? A movement has been initiated in Holland 
for taking timely steps to deal with coming difficulties. It is of an 
international character and is aimed at the proper direction of the 
inevitable post-war emigration. These Dutch proposals will not, we 
hope, be lightly cast aside, or their consideration unreasonably 
deferred. After all, it is not only the Refugees who are concerned ; 
it is the security of all Jewries, throughout whose habitations they may 
wander pell-mell, which is in question; and for these communities to 
wait for the crowds to come on, or for the Polish and Russian 
Ghettoes to fester, without some concerted directive or preventive 
movement would be a blunder too tragic to contemplate. 
to avert disaster we must organise—and betimes. 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE.

employment. It has also had the advantage of conspicuous and able 
public workers like the late Lord SWAYTHLING, Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID 
and Mr. N. S.. Josern. That it has also had its critics is not 
to be wondered at, for no body or individual that does some- 
thing can hope to escape criticism and even an_ institution 
may be warned to beware when all men speak well of it. The 
funds with which the Committee worked were derived from 
the surplus of the moneys raised for the relief of the victims 


of Kusso-Jewish pogroms. We hope that the winding-up of the 
Committee will be the prelude to the passing for ever oi 
pogrom era and the opening up of a new and better time for [\ussian 
Jewry, although the signs .in that direction are far from propitious at 
the moment. In its capacity as an emigrating agent, however, the 
ending of the Committee seems to portend no break with the past. 
There must be vast emigration when the war is over-——more, perhaps, 
than set in during the tragic eighties of the last century ; for even the 
complete emancipation of the Russian Jews to-morrow would not 
relieve altogether the economic pressure upon our people or stem the 
resulting tlow of the emigration tide. but this is not a crisis with 
which any single country, let alone any single organisation, can deal 
single-handed. What is needed is joint effort—and to that we 
must, and we hope will, soon come. 


TOYNBEE HALL. 


ALTHOUGH the residential portion of Toynbee Hall is being 
moved to Poplar, the past work, educational and otherwise, will con- 
tinue in the old, familiar, and much-loved 
exaggeration to say, as the \Varden points out, that the name and 
inspiration of Toynbee Hall have spread far and wide. So far as the 
Jewish community of London is concerned it is part and parcel of 
their life. The Secretary, Mr. E. F. HITCHCOCK, mentions, in an 
interview published in another column, that the number of Jewish 
students attending at the settlement has steadily grown, the percentage 
last year being no less than thirty, while this year the proportion has 
mounted to over fifty. Mr. HITCHCOCK truly says that everything 
has been done to encourage these young men, 
least remarkable incident in the educational work of Toynbee 
Hall was the recent University Extension Course which was held

that of the conversionists, the great university settlement has taken 


its stand upon higher and broader ground, scorning the proselytising 
idea and drawing Jew and Gentile together in the pursuit of great and 
common ‘human ideals.

We 
regret, with Mr. Hitchcock, the absence of Jewish residents from 
Toynbee Hall just now, but it may be pointed out that 
the Oxford and St. George’s Jewish Lads’ Club has its managers who 
reside on the premises. We should like to see more and more of the 
Jewish University men at work in East London, and these need 
not be men from other towns or areas, for the Jewry of the East End 
is producing its own crop of Jewish students. We would only add 
that the appeal for financial assistance which Mr. HITCHCOCK 
makes is not one that will fall unheeded on Jewish ears, and that we 
wish Toynbee Halla success in its new career as full and as blessed 
as ever it has enjoyed im the thirty years of its useful existence. 
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FOR THE LITTLE CHILDREN.

The great and increasing 
Jewries of the provinces are stamping their sign-manual upon con- 
temporary events, and nobody i1 London would now dream—whatever 
might have been the case years ago—of dismissing provincial Jewish 
opinion as of -little account. We may, in conclusion, say a 
word on a personal matter. Mr. P. M. RASKIN is leaving Leeds 
for America. This is a distinct and a regrettable loss to the Jews of 
this country, where Mr. RASKIN has made .-his mark by his zeal, his 
idealism, and his enthusiasm. We observe that a movement is afoot 
to express the public appreciation of Mr. RASKIN’s services, and we

DECLARATION OF WAR ANNIVERSARY. 


JEWISH INTERCESSION SERVICES. 


The Chief Rabbi has directed that next Wednesday, August 4th next, the 
anniversary of the Declaration of War, a special service is to be held at the 
Great Synagogue, Duke Street, E.C., at 5.30 p.m. The Chief Rabbi will 
deliver the sermon. 

A special ‘Rubric is also to be introduced -into the Morning Service 
in all synagogues after the Tachnun. It is to consist of Psalms cxxi, 
ind Ixvii., together with one of the forms of the Intercession Prayer con. 
tained in the order of service issued for use on Intercession Day, Sabbath, 
January 2nd last. 

Provincial congregations have been informed that the Rubric referred 
to above is to be followed, irrespective of any special service they may deem 
fitting, in accordance with local requirements, to hold at a later hour in the 
day.

THE LATE SECOND-LIEUT. HENRIQUES.

THE LATE SECOND-LIEUT. HAROLD COHEN. 


Second-Lieut. Harold Cohen, of the 8th Battalion Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
has died at the Reading War Hospital. The deceased officer enlisted in the 
(Ist) 4th Royal Berks Regiment, and on the eve of the Battalion’s leaving for the 
front was given a commission, and transferred to the 3rd and subsequently to the 
8th. Lieut. Cohen was ninteen years of age, and was compelled at the outbreak 
of the war to return to England from Antwerp, where he had been engaged in 
business. He was very popular among his fellow-soldiers, and the Commanding 
Officer of Regiment (Col. W. C. Walton) has written expressing his grief at the 
young Officer's death. The funeral took place on July 20th. A detachment from 
the depot of the Royal Berks Regiment formed up outside the house, where a 
short service was conducted by the Rev. M. Wolfe, and six of their number carried 
the coffin, which was covered with the Union Jack, to the hearse. On reaching the 
synagogue the cortége halted for a short time, and here had assembled practically 
every member of the Jewish community residentin the town. From here the 
cortége proceedéd through the town, and subsequently the body was taken to 
the Jewish Cemetery at Golder’s Green, where the Rev. Vivian Simmons, of the 
West London Synagogue, conducted a short service in the chapel and officiated 
at the graveside. Second-Lieut. Cohen was the son of Mr. Percy Cohen, the 
respected President of the Reading Hebrew Congregation,

Alas, the anni- 
rsary of the declaration of War sees the war not: abating, but rather sees 
‘ proceeding with relentless fury undiminished. Alas, too, when War was 
ce unleashed, a fight to a decisive finish was inevitable with the combatants 
it engaged in it. The modern War-manin excelsis, the man who gloried 
his prescription of Blood and Iron, declared the goal of War to be Peace. 
o bring War to an indecisive end must mean the prelude of an indecisive 


eace. A great American statesman. declared that it were better to be 


ecisively beaten by one’s enemies rather than to triumph over them 
lecisively. That was a far-seeing word, . When we are in a condition to 
alyse with something like judicial calm the causes which led to the 
var, we shall probably conclnde, as history will confirm, that it was the 
decisiveness of Peace which German militarism and German Weltpolitik 
ave to Europe that induced the contest which to-day is nearly a year old. 


HROUGHOUT the length and breadth of the country, Intercession 
Services will be held on the anniversary of the Declaration of War. 
The people will gather together within their sacred places and set before 
the God of their consciences their unswerving confidence in the justness of 
England's cause. In that submission of man to the Higher Power, in that 
proclamation of our heart's belief, we Jews will earnestly join. Like every 
other section of the population, we have given practical hostages in the life 
and blood of our sons to the faith—the political faith—within us. We, 
like our fellow-citizens, have heard the beating of the wings of the 
Angel of Death. Our homes have not been spared; over them the Angel 
of Death has passed; he has not spared and passed on.We could not show 
the sacrificial emblem of blood upon orfr door-posts—the blood within our 
households was the blood, the life, of our very own fallen on the field of battle. 
After twelve months of the sorrow and the suffering which War has 
inevitably brought us as citizens of this country—of the burden of 
misery which it has cast upon our people here and in other lands— 
we come as Jews submitting ourselves to the Almighty, pleading that 
England has unsheathed the sword for nought but that which was worthy, 
honourable and true, praying that her hands may be strengthened so that 
she may not have to sheath that sword until the enemies of all that is 
worthy, honourable and true in the comity of nations shall be vanquished. 


YFt. as we Jews submit ourselves at the services of Intercession, there is 

a duty laid upon us, accentuated because of the solemnity of the 
anniversary day upon which these services will be held—a duty that has 
rested upon us not any the less, but particularly because of, the war, It 
is the traditional duty of combating any glorification of War as such, of 
maintaining, despite all and through all the standard of peace on earth 
as the goal of mankind. Hymns of Hate, the denunciation and despising 


of our enemies merely because they are our enemies, rather than their - 


deeds, when such deeds merit denunciation, are not of the Jewish cult. The 
Jewish cult is the cult of peace on earth and goodwill towards men. The 
Jewish cult is the unsheathing of the sword only as a horrible necessity. 
The Jewish cult is not a cult of slaughter, of hate, of horrors, of ingenuity 
turned to the destruction of man, of the mangling of human beings, of laying 
promising young lives in the dust, of the creation of the fatherless, the 
widow, and the bereaved, of the heart bowed down in sorrow unto the 
grave, The Jewish cult is life and not death; joy and not sorrow; happi- 
ness and not misery; the good of this world and not its evil; the 
appreciation of God’s creation and not its destruction. Paradoxically 
enough, we Jews, charged as we have been and are, with that blessed 
mission to all mankind, have suffered in full measure at the hands 
of mankind precisely the ruthlessness, the sorrow, the bereavement, the 


misery the destruction, against which the Jewish 
voice whenever it has been Jewish has ever cried 
aloud. When we gather to a service praying 
that the Almighty may intercede in the cause of the 
country to which her anxiety seems to have bound 
us Jews with but tighter bonds, the traditional 
mission of Judaism we will not forget.

PETROGRAD. 

The inquiry instituted by the Moscow Merchants Organisation into the neces- 
sary measures for the development of the trade of the Empire has been a great 
victory for the Jewish cause. All the replies received from expert bodies and 
individuals emphasised the necessity of abolishing the Pale as a just and urgent 
measure, because the Jews were specially qualified to compete with the Germans 
and to develop the commerce of Russia. The restriction of their freedom of move- 
ment, however, hampered their activities. In addition, the various bodies thought 
that it was only right to bestow such privileges on a people performing all the 
duties of citizens of the Empire.

JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. FELIX A. DAVIS, Vice-President. 


S1R,— While I appreciate the interest in the welfare of the Jews’ Hospitai and 
Orphan Asylum which “A Life Governor” displays in his letter to you in you 
last issue, I feel bound to express regret, which Iam sure you will share, that the 
writer should have referred to the Gabriel Home in terms which can only cause 
pain to one of the most generous and kindly benefactors of the Institut 

Far from the Gabriel Home being a “white elephant,” its erection has been 
of incalculable value to the children who have been received within its wall For 
many years the Committee had been faced with the necessity of increasing the 
accommodation of the school, but had found it impossible to meet the capital out 
lay.. Mrs. Gabriel nobly came to the rescue with the splendid gilt of 411,000, and 
thus enabled the Committee to provide for an additional number of fifty childre: 
and to put aside a nest egg towards their maintenance. Before the Home was 
built it was impossible,: owing to the structural difficulties at the old schcol, to 
satisfy the overwhelming demand for the reception of children from the age of five 
to seven. Now these poor little mites are educated and housed under ideal condi- 


tions, and enjoy the benefit of education in the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 


for a longer period than was previously possible. 

I should like to assure the Governors and Subscribers that the Committee have 
cut down expenditure since the commencement of the war in a drastic manner. 
The future seems dark for Norwood, but we believe the community wiil help us to 
pass through the crisis without reducing the number of children we maintain and 
educate either in the main building or the Gabriel Home—a tragedy which only 
those in close touch with the work of the Institution could understand.

Sik,—I trust that you will publish a few lines from me prompted partly by 
my interest in the proprieties of communal life and partly by my friendsluip of 
many years with Mrs. Arnold Gabriel. 

Some years ago Mrs. Gabriel attained the age of seventy and, in pursuance 
of the lifelong practice of herself and her late husband, desired to celebrate 
her birthday by giving rather than receiving. She had heard trom a _ veteran 
member of the governing body of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylu.a that 
the institution would be greatly benefited if children of the nursery age were 
housed separately from those of school age and accordingly proposed to the 
governing body that her birthday gift should take the form of a Home for very 
young children, which should be an annexe of the main institution. The ofier 
was courteously and gratefully accepted. Mrs. Gabriel provided the building 
and equipment and made over to the governing body an endowment to be used 
towards meeting the recurring expenditure. It was within the discretion of the 
governing body to decide whether the extra accommodation should be used to 
increase the total number of children in their charge or merely for the transfer of 
some of them to a more suitable location. 

It is, perhaps, scarcely seemly that I should mention the amount of Mrs 
Gabriel's expenditure ; but it was very considerable. Hitherto there has been no 
reason to doubt—nor, indeed, is there now—that the responsible authorities 
received the gift in a spirit corresponding to that in which it was made. but in 
your issue of 23rd July was published an anonymous letter from “A Life 
Governor,” curtly proposing that the new Home should be closed on the ground 
that “‘ The Gabriel Home has always been a ‘ white elephant,’ the endowment given 
by the founder being totally inadequate.” In view of the age, sex, and good 
intentions of “ the founder ” this language is strangely ill-chosen, but it is scarcely 
worth while to do more than call passing attention to this point, since your 
anonymous correspondent is evidently not familiar with the courtesies of public 
discussion, and may be forgiven on this ground. But a matter that calls for 
serious consideration is the effect that is likely to be produced on the flow of 
Jewish money to Jewish charities, if the act of offering a generous gilt to a com- 
munal institution and of making good the offer on its acceptance by the responsible 
authorities is to expose the giver to anonymous attack in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. I 
respectfully suggest that it would be in the public interest that in any future case of 
this kind you will. exercise your editorial discrimination with greater severity.

INTERNED JEWS. 
The PRESIDENT reported on the arrangements made for the supply of kosher 
food for interned Jewish prisoners of war at the Isle of Man (already referred to 


in our columns’) and added that the cooking arrangements in the Jewish quarter of 
the camp were now most admirable and quite sufficient to satisfy the requirements 
of the most observant Jew lhe extra caarge, orig nally fixed at ls per head per 
week, had however now been increased to ls. 6d At the bey nning of last week 
thare were ninety-three Jewish interned aliens in this camp, and of this number 
only three were paying the extra charge, the remaining ninety be ing supplied with 
the kosher food at the expense of a number of private individuals in the com- 
munity. It was now felt that there were several who could well afford 
to pay the extra charge, and arrangements would accordingly have to be 
made. He had now to report that within the last few days some eighty 


more Jewish aliens had been transferred to the Isle of Man Camp, and it was 
gratifying to know that some sixty of those had expressed their willingness to take 
kosher food and to pay for it. In addition facilities were being afforded to the 
interned Jews for holding divine services, and already arrangements were being 
completed fora Jewish minister to conduct divine services on the forthcoming 
holy days. 

Rabbi Dr. Samuet Daicues asked for information concerning the joint 
appeal of the Chief-Rabbi and the Haham for funds for supplying kosher food for 
interned Jews.

The CHAIRMAN replied that nowadays nothing could be demanded, but he 
was of opinion that the concessions made by the authorities extended to Jews 
wherever they were interned, and on proper representations being made they would 
doubtless find it not a difficult matter to be sent to the Jewish camp. 

Mr. LEOPOLD DE KOTHSCHILD gave particulars of the recent visit he had 
paid to the Jewish camp, where, he said, thanks to the kindness and consideration of 
the Commander, he had*been enabled to see for himself the arrangements that had 
been made for the material and spiritual well-being ofthe Jewish interned prisoners. 
A great deal of trouble was being taken, and he felt that their interned 
coreligionists ought in the circumstances to be highly satisfied. The arrangements 


for supplying kosher food were adequate and admirable. Many non-Jewish 
prisoners of war had expressed the desire to be supplied with kosher food on the 
same terms as it was supplied to the Jews, and he was impelled to ask what greater 


compliment could. be paid to the community generally and to kosher food in 
particular! (Laughter.} 

Dr. DAICHES again raised the question of the joint appeal and asked if it were 
not possible to make an appeal in the Jewish Press.

Hertz. Mr. Alexander felt the Board would give every assistance to the authorities, as 
they had done at the time of the last census. 

The SOLiciror and SECRETARY submitted a scheme he had drawn upand said 
it was intended to issue Yiddish circulars explanatory of the census and instructions 
as to the filling up of the forms. Ministers would be requested to make pulpit 
references.to the whole matter. 

Mr. Exnst SCHIFF suggested co-operation with the Board of Guardians, 
who had already enlisted the services of a number of enumerators. 

The Board approved of the scheme as outlined by Mr. Emanuel. 


INTERNED “ALIEN ENEMIES,” 


At the conclusion of the business on the agenda, Dr. Daicnes asked whether 
it were not possible for the Board to change its attitude in regard to the question 
of assisting alien enemies concerning internment and repatriation. He pointed out 
that a new situation had arisen since the last meeting of the Board, in so much as 
he had good reason to believe that the co-operation of a representative institu- 
tion such as the Board would have been welcomed by the authorities. 

Mr. H. 5S. O. HENRIQUES held to the opinion that the Board qua@ Board 


could not undertake to give guarantees to persons coming under the provisions of 
internment and repatriation. : 


Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD pointed to the difficulties in the way, and 
said that if he could do anything privately to assist cOreligionists born in enemy 
countries he would do it without hesitation. The community could also rely at 
the private assistance of Mr. Alexander and Mr. Henriques. ' 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER hoped that the resolution which had been 
adopted by the Board would not in any way be altered without formal opportunity 
being afforded the Deputies to discuss any proposal contrary to the resolution. 


_ Mr. S. Rosenbaum charged the Board with callousness in their whole 
attitude towards the question. 


Mr. ALEXANDER, in bringing the matter to a close, said that he had only 
allowed the discussion as that was the last meeting before the recess.

13.000 COPIES OF THE SOLDIERS’ PRAYER BOOK DISTRIBUTED, 


A meeting of the Board was held yesterday week at the Central Synagogue 
Chambers. There were present :—

The question of the appointment of an assistant teacher at the St. John’ 


Evangelist School, Red Lion Square, was referred back to the Executive 
Committee. 

An order for a further edition of 3,500 copies of the Prayer Book for Jewish 
Soldiers and Sailors (making 16,000 in all) was confirmed by the Board. The 
Rev. Michael Adler, explained the President, had written that the War Office had 
asked for another 4,000 copies, and as a sufficient number was left over, he (Mr. 
Franklin) had given the order which the Board was asked to confirm. Over 
13,000 copies of the Prayer Book had now been supplied to the war authorities. 

Appointments of teachers at Lower Chapman Street and Stepney were 
agreed to 

The Board confirmed a reply sent by the Executive Committee to a communi- 
cation from the Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Recruiting Committee, The 
Board's Committee wrote that “the Board will keep places open for any of their 
teachers who enlist, and in any matter affected by length of service under the 
Board (e.g., increases of salary) will reckon the time during which such teachers 
may have been absent on active service, as spent in the service of the Board.” 

A letter was read from the Rev. B. N. Michelson, Hon. Superintendent of the 
Sabbath Classes, stating that he had been so far unsuccessful in getting a gentle 
man to succeed the Rev. S. Gross as assistant superintendent. The PRESIDENT 
expressed the hope that the Board would find a gentleman who was qualified 
and willing to assist in the superintendence of the classes. 

Mrs. N. L. Cohen was co-opted a member. of the Board, and it was suggested 
to the Literary Sub-Committee (dealing with the question of prize books) to co-opt 
her a member of that Committee. 

A recommendation by the Supervision Committee that a payment be made in 
October next to the Old Ford Classes of the grant of £25 already passed (subject 
to certain conditions as to the organisation of the classes) was agreed to. 

As the pupils of the Hanbury Street Girls’ School are to be transferred in 
September to the Buxton Street School, the Board authorised the Execctive Com- 
mittee to transfer the children and teachers of the Board's classes at the former 
school to the new premises. 


Relief of the Indigent Blind. 


ANNUAL MEETING, 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the Institution for the Relief of the Indigent 
Blind of the Jewish Persuasion (held yesterday week at the Great Synagogue 
Chambers), Mr. S. ]. SoLomon, the Vice-President, reviewed the activities of the 
charity in the year 1914. The annual subscriptions, he said, had amounted to / 486, 
the donations to / 335, and the legacies to #312. Four pensioners had been elected 
since the issue of the last report. The expenditure exceeded the income by 
upwards of 4700, and, as a sum of £500 was due to the bankers at the commence- 
ment of the year, at least 41,200 was required to meet the Society's deficit. The 
times rendered it difficult to appeal for public support, but the institution trusted 
that the community would help it continue its good work among those whose loss 
of sight was aggravated by the want of the common necessaries of life. The num- 
ber of pensioners had largely increased year by year (at present ninety-one persons 
are being relieved), but the subscriptions had not increased as they should have 
done. In 1914, £2,225 was expended on pensions, but the subscriptions were 
only £486. 

On the motion of Mr. W, P. HIGHAM, one of the Treasurers, seconded by 
Mr. A. D. Moss, the accounts were adopted. 

Sir George Faudel-Phillips, Bart., was re-elected President; Messrs. S. J. 
Solomon, Vice-President; W. P. Higham and J. N. Joseph, Treasurers; the 
Committee were also re-elected. : 

Fhanks were accorded to the Secretary, Mr. Henry H. Hyams, who has 
occupied the position for close upon forty years. 

The annual report states : 

The Committee desire to place on record their warm appreciation of the eminent 
services rendered to the Institution by the Hon, Oculist, Mr. Wm. Lang, F.R.C.S, The 
work of the lady visitor to the pensioners continues to produce satisfactory results. Her 
reports have enabled the Committee to keep in touch with the recipients, much to the 
advantage of the pensioners and their families. The Committee appeal with confideuce 
for the community's support. It would be a ca/amity if at this juncture the institution had 
to restrict its activities, with the result that those who were usually relieved by their own 
community were forced toapply to the parish or to other general sources of relief. While 
the amount paid to pensioners has nearly doubled during the past twenty years, the 
annual subscriptions have increased but very slightly. If the institution is to proceed 
with its benevolent work and to continue to relieve all deserving cases without putting the 


applicants to the trouble of a contested election, it is absolutely necessary that the sub- 
scription list should be permanently enlarged.

ITALO-JEWISH LOYALTY. 


Our Italian brethren are by no means behind the Jews of other lands in their 
lovalty and devotion to the country of which they are citizens. According to the 
correspondent of the Liverpool Daily Post 

The Goverament having given permission to a certain number of Rabbis to 
tollow the army in order to minister to their ¢oreligionists fighting for Italy, a special 
service was held in the synagogue here yesterday. The Chief Rabbi, who was the first to 
offer himself for this mission to Jewish soldiers at the front, delivered an eloquent 
discourse, appealed to the patriotism of his congregation, inviting them to-do their duty 
as citizens of Italy. He concluded by invoking the triumph of the army which is fighting 
or the greatness and glory of Italy and for the liberty of its people. 

We are told that after the Chief Rabbi's address the 144th Psalm was sung, 
that “the great aluminium cupola of the synagogue was illuminated with lamps 
decorated with the Italian national colours,” and that a large sum was collected in 
aid of the Disabled Soldiers’ Fund. | 

The Committee of the Association of Young Jews in Italy has adopted a 
resolution of sympathy for the cause of Italy in the campaign for completing the 
iberation of all Italians; The Association pledged itself to support the country 
and expressed the hope that after the war Italy would be the first State to raise its 
voice in favour of persecuted Jews in other countries. 


JEWISH EXILES SENT TO CENTRAL RUSSIA. 


‘FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 

A move of considerable significance was made by the Government during the 
week with regard to the Jewish exiles from the Russian war zone and Galicia.. As 
| have already intimated, the provinces in the Pale became so crowded with Jewish 
exiles and refugees that the local authorities began to protest against the influx. 
In consequence, the provinces of Tambov, Voronez and Penza (all situated outside 
the Pale) were thrown open for the transportation thither of Jewish exiles. A 
move in that direction has already begun in the province of Ekaterinoslav, and the 
Voronez branch of the Union of Russian towns is assisting the Jewish refugees 
arriving there. With regard to the Galician Jewish exiles, many hundreds will 
also be sent to the province of Penza, though large numbers are still being sent to 
Siberia, 

OTHER CONCESSIONS TO EXILES. 

The Governor of Kovno has allowed all exiles to remove theik property from 
the towns and townlets situated outside the immediate fortress area on condition 
that not more than ten Jews arrive daily in each town and not more than two in 
each townlet. The exiles will have speedily to depart again. 

In the province of Mohileff the exiles receive a maintenance allowance from 
the State in accordance with Ministerial instructions. Strange to say, so far in no 
other province have these Ministerial orders been carried out. | 


THIRTY YEARS’ SERVICE. 

Lance-Corpl. Wm. Davies, ia the course of a letter to the Rev. S. Lipson, 
writes that he is at present in charge of the men’s dining rooms, Ashton. For 
five months he was in Cleethorpes as Instructor to recruits for home service. He 
rejoined the colours on the call for N.C.O’s.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. E. F. HITCHCOCK, 

NE of the brightest oases in the desert of Fast London is Toynbee 

Hall. which is taking quite a large place in the social and intel. 

lectual life of the Jewish settlement in the Ghetto. The existence 

of Toynbee Hall may be traced indirectly to the inspiration of 

Jowett, who stimulated so many of the most fertile minds and movements 
of to-day. 
in the East End long before the institution which bears his name came 
into being. He was brought into contact with the Rev. Canon Barnett, 
then Vicar of St. Jude’s, Commercial Street. Canon Barnett and Arnold 
Toynbee felt the need of bringing the Universities to the East End, since 
it was not easy for the East End to go to the Universities. A meeting was 
held at Balliol, and the Universities’ Settlements Association was founded. 
l'unds were raised by means of Debenture Bonds, and Toynbee Hall 
was. built. Among the founders was Mr. Claude G. M mntefiore, not the 
least distinguished of Jowett'’s pupils. It is quite a mistake to suppose 
that Toyhbee Hall is an endowed institution. It is maintained ‘by the 
subscriptions of past and present students of the Universities of! Oxford, 
Cambridge and London, Mr. E. F.. Hitchcock, the present Secretary of 


Toynbee Hall, in the course of an interview with a representative ol the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, has given some a unt of the present activities ol 
Toynbee Hall, and of the aims and aspirations of the present residents. 
A DIAMOND WITH. MANY, FACETS. 
Mr. Hitchcock commenced the « ition by, describing Toynbee 


Hall as “a diamond with many facets.” “ It is not-easy,” he said, to sum 
up in a phrase all that Toynbee Hall does or stands for. The articles of 
association staté that the Institution is intended to provide education and 
recreation for the people in the poorer parts‘of Loudon. It does, of course. 
much more than this. Toynbee Hall is pre-eminently a University settle- 
ment, and I need hardly explaim to your readers what settlement work 
implies. Valuable’ social and economic studtes and investigations are 
carried on by the residents. Thus lately Mr. W. H. Beveridge has done 
some inp rtant. work on-the unemployment problem. Numerous classes 
and lectures are held here, conducted partly by residents and partly by 
people from outside. Toynbee is also a great meeting-place where people 


of all classes and points of view may meett wether and learn to understand 

one another better.” 

AN EDUCATIONAL. PIONEER. 

Can you teil me something more about the educational work carried 


fovnbee Hall -has been an educational centre right from the 


giving commercial and technical instruction long before the London County 
Council undertook such work. Now that the County Council have met this 
‘need in:their Evening Institutes this particular class of educational work has 
been dropped here, and we have turned our attention to that extension of edu- 
cation—I am quoting from our report—the purpose of which should be to 
offer knowledge making for the joy rather than the comfort of life, an educa- 
tion having no special reference to the requirements of a commercial life or 
the passing of particular examinations, but one giving to all who desire it the 
opportunity of widening their interest in life by learning something that is 
of value for its own sake.” 
A JEWISH CENTRE, 
Have you a large number of Jewish students ? 
“The number of Jewish students attending here has been steadily 
growing with the growth of the Jewish population in this part of London, 
Last year the percentage of Jewish students was thirty, this year it is over 
fifty. Wehave done everything we can to encourage the Jewish students 
and have adapted our syllabus to meet their requirements, our policy being 
to give the people what they want. Thus we have arranged a class in 
Conversational Hebrew in conjunction with the. Union of. Jewish Literary 
Societies. We have held a highly successful University Extension Course 
in Jewish history and have also had courses in philosophy and economics 
which we found particularly appealed to the Jewish students. lt’ is my 
experience that in the adolescent period the Jews are intellectually superior 
to the average, and it has beén a pleasure for us to stimulate this intellectual 
ictivity. While we are very anxious to encourage Jewish students to come 
here we desire also to preserve a balance between the Jews and non-Jews 
attending. -‘To my mind one of the most important functions which Toynbee 
Hall has been able to discharge has been that of bringing about a better 
understanding between different classes of the population. We have had 
men of all creeds and political athliations among our residents. Each has 
tried to understand the other and much advantage has accrued from this 
association and interchange of ideas.”’ 


SOCIAL ACTIVITIES. 
Mr. Hitchcock went on to refer to some of the social activities of which 
Toynbee Hall is the centre. 


‘Our social work,”’ he said, “is by no means confined to the four walls 
of the institution. Nearly all our residents are engaged in some furr of 
social activity in the district. In the work associated with the schools they 
are particularly active, most of them being connected with Care Committees 
and other educational organisations. A very important feature is the fact 
that so many of our past residents and associates are connected with various 
Government departments, and we are thus able to draw their attention to 
various aspects of social, economic and educational problems which present 
themselves to us in the course of our work, and so are in a position to assist 
very materially in advancing the solution of various questions. Two important 
points I should like to make. Toynbee Hall isin no sense of the word a 
mission. I am particularly anxious that the Jews should understand that. 
It is absolutely unsectarian and as free from proselytising bias as it can be. 
The other point is that Toynbee Hall is not a relief agency, and no direct

A Sermon for the Week.

THE DIVINITY OF MAN. 
“What is man, that Thou art mindful of him? and the son of man that 
Thou visitest him?” 


This Psalm expresses the Hebrew conception of man: whence he came, 
what is his place in the universe of things, and the relations he sustains to 


7 7 esa he universe of living energies around him, : of whi : fo a part ; 
Arnold Toynbee, an old Balliol man, was working and lecturing ) the universe of living energies around him, and of which he forms a part; 


his singular capacities, and the sphere in which and over which he is 
appointed to exercise them; his affinities of mind and heart with God, and 
the dignity and greatness the Creator conters upon him by condescending 
to’ share his trustful welcome and receive his admiring praise. Man is a 
marvel beyond complete explanation; but his chief distinction is that God, 
who has made him, has His mind full of him and “ visits” him in His 
helpful love. It is an old theme, and it might be imagined that we grow 
weary of it;. but we donot. It is as interesting and absorbing to us as it 
was to the first fathers of our race. It besets us behind and before, and 
will not let us escape. Start where we will, amongst the distant and 
stupendous star systems of the world, or with the almost invisible organic 
“cell,” we, like this singer, come to man. He is the real and abiding 
interest, and our keenest search is for some clearer knowledge of the 
mysterious opulence of his nature. Only one enquiry is more vital, viz., 
Whatits God? But our reply even to that question will be largely affected 
by the conclusions we reach concerning man. A false idea of ourselves will 
mar our conception of God. To miss a fact is to open the door to error. 
To set facts out of their true relation to each other is to invite mistake. We 
need a true conception of man, so that we may take a right attitude towards 
God. Qur Psalmist is face to face with a similar need. The heavens ir 
their massiveness of splendour hide the real glories of man and reveal his 
unutterable insignificance. What is he? <A speck of dust in the infinite 
universe, a piece of brittle clay broken to pieces and flung aside as retuse ; 
a drop of dew glistening in the sunshine for a moment, and then falling to 
earth and gone for ever. That was the Psalmist's first impression, but he 
rot the better of it. He found his astonishment converted into adoration 
and praise by fuller and clearer knowledge of man, his functions, the 
qualities of his make, his atfinities with God. 
rHE FUNCTIONS. OF. MAN. 

Although in the picturesque language of the Old Testament man came 

in part from “the dust of the earth,” and the far-Shining stars. mock his 


weakness, as the steadfast order of the earth rebukes his rebellion; yet, 
when the mist lifts, it is seen that glory still sits upon his head like a crown, 
the sceptre of the Creator is in his hand; andthe Divine mind is full of 
him—so full that it seems as though God thought of, and worked for, little 
else, Whatever may be God's ancestry, there is no doubt he is called to 
rule, to rule'all things ; “all things are put under his feet, all sheep and 
oxen, yea, and the beasts of the field, the fowl of the air, and the fish of the 
sea, and whatsoever passes through the paths of the sea.”” True, man is an 
animal, and owes much to the world of which he is a part. Climate may 
destroy him; lack of fitting food may deteriorate him, and his stronger 
neighbours may beat him out of the field; yet he has this unique prero- 
gative—he acts on his environment in a way impossible to the king 
of beasts. He is .not the “creature -of circumstances,” he is 
their creator and moulder. He can master, direct, control, and utilise 
the forces of nature. , He is the earth-subduer. He makes his own world, 
uses, modifies, counteracts the energies of the universe; yokes them to his 
chariot, and makes them drive him hke steeds. He studies, obeys and inter- 
prets nature's laws. His science is the instrument of his advancing 
superiority. He finds out thewaythe forces go. He invents, he creates. Tubal 
becomes “ the father of all such as handle the harp and the pipe.” Tubal— 
Cain forges mechanical instruments, and Cain himself builds a city. Man 
civilises. That is hisdistinctive mark. He domesticates the horse, cultivates

individualist. The residents do not work in a team. . Each man does his 
own job, but we all have available the collective vicarious experience of the 
rest.”’ 

EAST END PROBLEMS. 

Are there any East End problems which are specially engaging the 
attention of Toynbee Hall at the moment ? 

Several questions are constantly engaging our attention. Oneis the 
thorny problem of casual labour at the docks, and another is the improve- 
ment of local government conditions in the East End. It is our 
constant aim to make the people better citizens, more receptive to new ideas 
and more amenable to progress. One word may be allowed me regarding 
the Jewish working classes. I have noticed that the Jewish working men 
are very ambitious and prefer a profit to a wage. I should say that this 
makes them bad trade unionists and does not contribute to an improvement 
of the conditions of labour. On the other hand the Jew is fertile 
in the application of new methods to industry and has _ been 
particularly successful in applying the sub-division of labour to the tailoring 
trade. Itis the general view at Toynbee Hall that educational facilities in 
Stepney are much too limited. More trade schools are required and more 
opportunities for a‘ humane’ education. In conclusion, I should like to 
appeal to the Jewish community for more and more co-operation with 
Toynbee Hall. We have had the pleasure of welcoming here from time to 
time several Jewish residents. We should like to see mores In 1913 we 
had three. At present there are none. The presence here of Mr. Harry 
Lewis was a great tower of strength to Toynbee Hall and we should greatly 
welcome the co-operation of men of his stamp. One other form of co- 
operation may perhaps be mentioned. The war has drained the universities 
of their students, and, as I have already explained, we are dependent upon 
subscriptions from the universities for the upkeep of this institution. The 


assistance of friends to tide us over the war period would be greatly 
welcomed,”

Still more palpable is the divineness of manin his whole make—mental, 
ethical, and spiritual, Fle is only “ a little lower than God,” and takes his 
rank with the very highest beings after Him; therefore his qualities of 
thought and purpose and will are like God's. We not only see the moon, 
the stars, the fossils, and the rocks, the flowers and the fruits, but we see 
therm ordered, made, and set in their relations to one another: the stars for 

night, the sun for the day, and all for the use of man. We are aware 

system, of cause, and effect, of the succession of facts, of long processes 

f change slowly but surely effected; of steady arid continuous and super: 
itural growth, which is, in a world indwelt by God, natural growth. We 
ee these signs of mind in nature, of a mind like our mind. Among 
ind over and through all these stones and stars and human and 
inimal’ organisms there is unity, method, purpose, plan.

Scientific men, having interpreted nature, have humanised it—-shown 
; that its movements are like ours, that they follow intelligent choice, and 


»-Operate towards a foreseen end; and so they are bringing back to-us the 
ld Hebrew thought that God Himself is in nature. immanent in the 
niverse, the source of all its movement. They are thus recreating “the 
id Hebrew awe of God,” at the same time that they are convincing us that 

He has made us, and not we ourselve Moreover, we are capable of 
entering into ethical relations with one another. We share God's con- 
cience. Right and duty are as real as sun and moon.. The moral realm is 
is observable, though with different tools, as the starring sky. The idea of 
right, not the details of right, but the idea, is intuitive in man. It belongs 
to our structure. We all teel the need of harmony between what we con- 
ceive to be right and what we do. We see at work “a power that makes 
for righteousness "; and we know that right and duty suppose a law-giver. 
So we arrive at God, and at the soul as the béing over which the laws of the 
moral realm exercise. supremacy, and instinctively affirm that we ought to 
iake forthe same goal. Though we have our weaknesses, yet we know 
that we ought to elect and pursue the right, and not only think God's 
thoughts after Him-*with the philosophers and scientists, but also repeat 
God's acts after Him, with the philanthropists and the saints. 

SPIRITUAL AFFINITIES. 

But it is im his spiritual affinities that.man’s Divine heritage is most fully 
revealed. The Greeks said, “ All men yearn for the Gods.” The Hebrew 
sighs. “‘ Thy soul thirsteth for God.” Yes, we—or at least the best of us— 
thirst for God, for the living God, and for the unseen and spiritual order to 
which we consciously belong. We try to catch glimpses of the larger life in 
which God's “spiritual aristocracy’ lives and works. We are always 
pushing ourselves away from the physical to the mental, from the mental to 
the moral, from the moral to the spiritual. We are drawn thither as by 
invisible and irresistible charms. The reality of the spiritua! life not only 
discloses itself to us ‘in the marvellous heroisms it has achieved, 
in the independence it has given to the individual and in the 
beauty and greatness with which it has enriched the story of man, 
but it makes itself felt as the real life, so dominating the life of 
man that the language of the street, which describes the spirit asin the 
body, falls short of the fact; for the body is so controlled, moulded and 
mastered by the spirit that the spirit seems rather to contain the body within 
the area of its ampler being than to be contained by it. But this spiritual 
action comes under the law that every link in the chain of living is a 
response to an antecedent influence. Our yearning for God is the response 
of our souls to, and a proof of the visits of, God. The exciting cause is the 
action of God. God is mindful of us. God visits us. He is the stimulus 
to which our nature responds. The universe is crowded with divine stimuli. 
Its beauty attracts us; its order informs us; its marvels astonish us; its 
products gladden us. But it isin the realm of human .life that we meet 
more frequently with the visits of God; through tender human love; 
hallowing self-sacrifice; the brave doing of duty; the battle 
with evil, the sense of defeat and failure; or in the hush 
of affliction, and the awful mystery of death; or as we are 
attracted by the sweet serenity and grand heroisms of good men 
and women, or as we hear the conscience-stirring word of prophet, or rise 
heavenward on the wings of poetry or song, or are wafted by art to the 
realms of beauty. For God” visit’? man to make him in a larger sense a 
pactaker of His .Divine Nature, and by giving him the rule of himself to 
make him the-complete ruler over things. “O Lord, our Lord, how 
excellent is Thy name in all the earth.”’

PREACHERS AND TEACHERS: 
THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “ SPECTATOR.” 


SIRk,—I remember listening, not long ago, to a sermon preached by a 
distinguished Minister of the United Synagogue, wherein he seemed to labour 
under great difficulty in giving free expression to his views ona certain point af 
religious interest. This I inferred from the hesitancy of his manner, quite ag 
variance with his usual ready flow of thought and speech; and the truth of my 
inference seemed fully confirmed when he muttered, almost sot/o voce, “but I am 
silenced by Act of Parliament.” 

Be that as it may, the episode threw a vivid light upon what I hold to be one 
of the main causes of the stagnation of religious life and thought in the: ommunity, 
or rather, the rapid and alarming decadence of spiritual progress during the pase 
hfty years. It dates from the time when the United Synagogue was founded, and 
the aid of the British Parliament was invoked to fasten the yoke of conformity 
more firmly than ever on the necks of our spiritual teachers. 

The Legislature, however, in a spirit of farsighted liberality and toleratioa 
Struck out certain clauses which, in the innocent guise of defining the authority of 
the Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din, sought to make legal the priestly claims of our 
spiritual leaders, and refused to do all that the founders of the United 
Synagogue demanded of it. Our Christian British Parliament was far kinder to 
us, and far more reyardful of our true religious interests than our own“ gu des, 


philosophers and friends 


And this fatherly solicitude may one day be the means 
of enabling us. to regain our true religious freedom. Meanwhile, the Act of 
Parliament which constituted the United Synagogue was duly passed and received 
the Koyal Assent on July I4th, 1870. (33 and 34 Queen Victoria, Chap. 11 

The founders of the United Synagogue, however, not to be thwarted 
endeavoured to circumvent the National Assembly by embodying in a “ Deed of 
Foundation and Trust such matters as had been thrown out of the Act itself in 


the conterment of certain rights, powers and privileges on the Chief Kabbi and 
the bestowal of authority and control on the Beth Din. They thought that they 
had achieved their object, which was to make the members of the United 
Synagogue “Orthodox” to all eternity. It remains to be seen whether this 
instrument has the unassailable validity which they attributed to it In the 
ay athy, running almost into contempt, whi h has. been increasing with years, no 
one seems to have cared to test the legality of its claims over the conscience of the 
community, but who knows what the new spirit of the age may |! 

Members of the United Synagogue have seen the number of places of worship 
inder ‘its constitution wrow from five to twenty, and they have witnessed an almost 
constant improvement in the balance-sheets What more do you want’. It 
matters not that, taking the synagogues all round not. more than an average o! 6 


to 10 per cent. of the contributing members attend the Sabbath Morning Services 
nor that the minor fasts and feasts are entirely ignored Indeed, in one of our 
most popular synagogues on the eve of the recent Black Fast commemorating the 
destruction of our national life, there might have been counted only five seat 
holders all told: and on‘the following morning this number fell to three. Inthe 
self-same synagogue—one of the richest—situated in a neighbourhood greatly 
affected by our people, no regular religious service is held morning or evening 
from one week's end to the other. But please remember that it usually shows 
the largest financial surplus of all the synagogues, and what more can you as} 
Probably the great majority of the members of these twenty synagogues are 
unaware of the fact that their religious freedom is as much dominated, and 


perhaps even more circumscribed by the yoke of this “Church and State 


arrangement, than even the Church of England itself, ‘and without any of the 
brilliant compensation which the Church of England enjoys. Probably, also, 
even fewer are aware that the synagogues which they pay for and support do nog 
belong to them. The United Synagogue or even the Chief Kabbi could turn them 
out neck and crop if they dared to introduce any innovation, however imperative 


or salutary, of which the Rav disapproved ; or if they backed upany Minister who, 


imitating some of our most famous rabbis, dared to express views which did not, 


entirely square with Dr. Hertz’s conception of strict orthodoxy. The ep sode of 
the great Cromwell driving out the Rump Parliament could be enacted to-day in 
any of the twenty synagogues, under cover of a few legal forms 

The effect of all this has been to rivet the rabbinical yoke more tightly on the 
necks of our clergy, at the expense ofan outward conformity in preaching and 
practice to doctrines, formulas and ceremonies in which only a small fraction of 
our ministers fully believe. It cribs, cabins and confines them in their interpretation 
and criticism of scriptural difficulties. Em passant, I wonder if even one of our 
fifty preachers on Sabbath last dared to draw any bold or instructive lessons from 
the fact that, in the Ten Commandments recited by Moses in Deuteronomy, the 
text differs in nearly fifty expressions from that given in Exodus, showing that tlre 
lapse of only forty years had caused interpolations, omissions, and even contradic- 
tions, in a document written by ‘the finger of God.” What a grand theme in the 
hands of a preacher untrammelled by the glosses of Rabbinic Commentaries | How 
illuminating in helping us to understand and account for, by means of this 
‘leading case,” the genesis of so many contradictions and anachronisms which are 
often the stumbling blocks of reverent readers. But you must not stretch forth 
your hand towards the ark of God even to save it from destruction. | 

We have aclergy capable of very great things, but, for the reasons given 
above, and other minor reasons, which would occupy too much space to discuss, 
they are prevented from exercising their undoubted abilities in those fields of 
spiritual and religious progress which are rapidly changing into a sandy desert. 
How high ran the hopes of every earnest Jew, and what a thrill of expectation 
pervaded the really religious and thinking section of the whole community whea 
the Jewish Ministers’ Conference came into being. It looked as if a new era were 
opening for us—a veritable revival of Jewish religion and spirituality in the best 
sense of those words. Alas, after an existence of five or six years, it has fallen 
into discredit and impotence, for the reason that it cannot go beyond the length of 
the short tether measured out by the Chief Rabbi. And the Chief Rabbi is backed 
up by the United Synagogue, and the United Synagogue stands on the rock of an 
Act of Parliament. The most earnest and farsighted members feel and lament 
their utter impotence to remedy any of the crying evilsin our services, Our prayerss 
our ceremonies, or our religious teaching. 

Would that some learned, eloquent, and enthusiastic lover of his people were 
moved to initiate a crusade to rouse our community to the destructive character of

MORE REQUESTED. 


A meeting of the Elders was’ held last Sunday in the Vestry Koom of the 
Lauderdale Road Synagogue, Mr. Evstace A. Linpbo, Vice-President, in the 
Chair. 

After a lenethy discussion of a recommendation by the Mahamad on the 
subject, it was resolved “that the Elders, having heard from the Mahamad the 
desire of the congregants of the Bevis Marks Synagogue to have more sermons 
during the year from the Haham, endorse such desire and request the Mahamad 
to bring samme before the Haham and invite him to co-operate with them in thé 
matter.” 

A communication was read from Jews’ College thanking the Elders for the 
sum of £250 received in respect of last year's grant of 41,000; and asking them 
to agree with the College in considering it a grant for the current year—which 
arrangement would entitle the Elders to have three representatives on the 
Council of the College. It was decided to geply that the Elders could not agree 
to consider the payment as having been male for the current year; at the same 
time if the Council of the College invited them to send three representatives they 
would be pleased to do so. 

Among other business the meeting attended to the insurance of the properties 
of the Congregation against war risks; the investment of /636 received im respect 
of the Julia Benrimo Trust ; and the conversion into the New War Loan of some 
£900 Consolidated Stock (belonging to the Montefiore endowment) and 4200 War 
Stock (belonging to the synagogue).

A MOVE FURTHER EAST. 
In October next the residential portion of Toynbee Hall will be closed and the 
Warden and his wife and the residents will move to number 4 and 5, Montague 
Piace, Poplar, at the back of the I’arish Church, within a few minutes of the 


entrance to the Biackwall Tunnel. Toynbee Hall will still continue to be under 
the control of the Council and the Warden. Mr. E. F. Hitchcock, who will be in 
residence at the Warden's Lodge, will take charge of the educational and other 
activities, which will all be carried on next winter as before. A full programme 
has already been arranged. The Warden ‘will spend his time partly in White- 
chapel and partly in Poplar, and severa! of the residents, though living in Poplar, 
will still continue to take classes in Whitechapel. 

It is proposed to establish a Women's Settlement in Poplar in close co-opera- 
uon with the Men's Settlement. Although no Settlement has hitherto attempted 
this experiment in England, it bas been found very successful in America, notably 
in Hull House, Chicago. 

These steps are being taken as the result of the changes that have taken place 
in Whitechapel. “The City, with its warehouses,” says the Warden, “ has been 
pushing itself almost up to our doors, slums have been swept away, and an immi- 
grant population has covered nearly the whole of the neighbourbood—an immi- 
grant population wonderfully well looked after by those of the Jewish faith, with 


its own Board of Guardians, and with problems of peculiar interest and importance, 
but unlike those elsewhere.” 


The Toynbee Record, in the course of an article on the future of the Old 
Toynbee Hall, remarks :— 


Perhaps one of the most interesting developments of our educational work last year 
was the University Extension Course of lectures on “Modern Jewish History from 
Mendelssohn to Herz!,” arranged by us in conjunction with the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies and the Jewish Historical Society. The course was attended by over two 
hundred students, and was the largest University Extension Course held in London. 
rom students, both of the Jewish and Christian faiths, who attended this course a 
tutorial class has already been formed, atid Dr. 1. Abrahams, Reader of Rabbinic 
literature at Cambridge, has kindly consented to take the class. We are also looking 
forward to a course of twenty-five lectures under the auspices of the University of London, 
in which it is intended to cover the Spanish Period from the Coming of the Moors to the 
Flourishing of the New Hebrew Poetry. Mr. H. Loewe, Lecturer in Hebrew at 
L.mcoin College, Oxford, has promised to take a group of students next winter in Hebrew. 
We look forward to a considerable extension in the future of this aspect of our work, and 


we are grateful for the support we have received from many members of the Jewish 
community,

dur deep-seated and conscientious Convictions. The tremendous advance in every 
avenue of human knowledge and philosophy, even in the very smallest fields of 
mental effort, has found no outward éxpression On that vast domain of spiritual 
possession of which we Israelites are the heirs of the ages. But the sands are runi- 
ning out with an accelerating rapidity, and one day there will come a time when 
our descendants will view our religious world without form and void, with darkness 


on the face of the deep, and with no spirit of God existing to-day, “Let there be 
light!”

The Rev. B. Liebermann, B.A., who is leaving for Brighton, the scene of his new 
ministrations, delivered a voledictory address on Sabbath morning last. At the 
conclusion of his sermon he spoke as follows: I regard 
it as of good omen that my leave-taking should fall on 
YOR ABW’, on the Sabbath of comfort and consolation ; if 
there is the same regret on your side as there is on mine 
perhaps this cheering Occasion will help to soothe the pains of parting.

assistance at their command, 
Minister I took as my motto the divine injunction to Jeremiah, ‘‘Say not I ama 
young man, for to whomsoever I shall send thee thou shalt go, and whatsoever I 
shall command thee thou shalt speak.” I then promised that no personalities 
would be hurled from this pulpit. I hope I have fulfilled this promise. If I have 
hurt or offended anyone or hit hard in any of my addresses I wish you to take this 
assurance that I spoke in all sincerity and singleness of mind.

LEEDS. 


THE HAHAM AND THE WAR, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


A mass meeting of Leeds Jews was held last Sunday in the Albert Hall, under 
the auspices of the Leeds General Jewish War Distress Fund Committee, to con- 
sider “The Political Situation Affecting Jews Here and Abroad.” Mr. Victor 
LIGHTMAN, J.P., presided. 

In the course of an address, the Hatam said that he felt as though 
a century had been dropped since he was last in Leeds. At that time 
they had been discussing the unfolding of the banner of Judah for the open- 
ing of a new way which would lead their people from slavery to freedom, 
from dependence to independence, from material prosperity to spiritual elevation. 
They were discussing at that time the progress of mankind and rejoicing together 
at the great works of charity, education and civilisation. ‘!We felt,” he said, 
“that the nations were drawing nearer, and that the spirit of universal fraternity 
seemed to begin to be a reality; but we are now living a hundred years back. The 
laws promulgated are based upon the precedents of one hundred years ago. The 
principles are no longer those in which we had pride and joy. Love has been 
turned into hatred. . All the ideals and ideas of human progress and civilisa- 
tion, of culture, of mutual fraternity and co-operation—all the great works 
of humanity—seem as if they had never existed. It has all gone, and 


for how long? And “instead of the joyful glee singing of the 
workers, what do we hear now throughout the _ so-called civilised 
world ? Tales of unspeakable cruelty, tales of atrocities the world has 


not believed possible for some hundreds of years are now circulated from mouth to 
mouth and from paper to paper. It is an evil spirit that seems to-have been 
evoked. Out of the darkness of the past we hear friends shrieking across the lands, 
and we see only desolation, devastation and ruin staring usin the face. In the 
olden times the pillar of fire went before our people to lead us from slavery into 
freedom. Now the pillar of fire precedes our people into exile and bondage. 
Where is all the charity and the humanity—where is it all gone? One hundred 
years of work, zeal, enthusiasm and self-sacrifice have gone. One cannot even 
find a trace of it. But there is one difference as far as we are concerned... One 
hundred years ago when the great genius Napoleon marched victoriously througs 


and proclaiming the great principles of the Frerich Republic, no Jews were found 
in the armies of the nation except a few who joyfully joined the march of 
Napoleon's hosts. To-day we have learned one lesson and Iam sure everyone 
will agree that we have learned it thoroughly. We have now shown to the world

Butin 
modern times these ways do not appeal. However, a prayer of intercession will 
soon be recited at the anniversary of the declaration of war, so let u% 
pray that the day will soon come which will put an end to such 
suffering of tortures as the history of our country has not known 
for 2,000 years. You cannot realise what is happening and you don't 
know what is going on. We must recognise that the situation of the nations in 
Europe will be totally different after the war, National consciousness has been 
deepened, national ideals sedulously fostered, and new principles will be enacted. 
The nations will have to readjust their relations one to another from the points of 
view of language, faith, tradition, and political aspiration. Where shall we be? 


| L have spoken year in and year out and urged upon you the necessity of being pre-

Mr. Ave FRAIS, as Treasurer of the Fund, detailed the activities of the local 
organisation, and explained that though they had reached a large number, they 
had not yet secured the co-operation of every individual, and until that had been 
done, the Executive could not rest satisfied. 

Mr. V. LicutTMan (Chaicman) speaking in reply to a vote of thanks, said that 
he had felt, during some of the speeches, very uncomfortable. Names, he 
emphasised, should not be mentioned.

CHIEF RABBI RE-CONSECRATES SYNAGOGUE, 


The synagogue of the Bradford Hebrew Congregation in Spring Gardens, 
which has been re-decorated and installed with electric light, was re-opened and 
re-consecrated last Sunday. The Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz spent the week- 
end at Harrogate, proceeding from there on Sunday morning to Bradford, accom. 
panied by the minister (the Rev. I. Livingstone), the President (Mr, 
A. G. Bernstein) and Mrs. Bernstein. They proceeded to the Station Hotel, 
where a number of members of the Committee, in addition to the Revs. A. Reiss 
and M. Abrahams, of Leeds, had assembled to meet them. The Chief 
Rabbi shortly afterwards subjected the Congregational Religion Classes to a 
thorough examination. He then received a deputation from the York Hebrew 
Congregation and promised to give consideration to the projects submitied to him, 

There was a large attendance at the Synagogue, and among those present were 
the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress (Alderman G, H, Robimson and Mrs, 
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robinson) and the Deputy Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Peel). In the vestibule of 
the Synagogue, Councillur JacoB Moser, J.P., who had been invited to perform 
he re-opening ceremony, expressed his thanks for the honour conferred on him, 
and oftered his best wishes for the success of the synagogue. 
fhe Chief Rabbi, followed by the Revs. I. Livingstone, M. Abrahams, 
nd Dr. Strauss, and Councillor J. Moser, bearing Scrolls of the Law, entered the 
Synagogue, and made the customary circuits.

Hertz. He hoped that the Chief Rabbi would not regard it as a veiled vote of 
censure if he referred to some matters which he hoped the Chief Rabbi would 
take in hand. There were a number of evils in the communal life of the provinces. 
“One of the paramount evils which he felt should be remedied was the inadequate 
cmolument of the provincial minister. He hoped the Chief Rabhi would do some- 
thing to remedy that evil. He felt, too, that the Chief Rabbi might visit the 
provinces more frequently, so that thereby the provinces would come into closer 
touch with the metropolis 

Mr. A. MAIZELS seconded the vote. 

The Rev. I, LivinGsTONe said. that no one was more anxious than the pro- 
vincial minister to co-operate with the Chief Rabbi in furthering the ideals of 
Judaism. The war ought not to terrify the Jew into a sort of spiritual quiescence. 
It was because he felt that the Chief Rabbi's visit would arouse their dormant 
energies that he was particularly happy to welcome him. 

The Cuter Rapst expressed his pleasure at the cordial way in which he had 
been welcomed, and did not in any way resent any suggestions that had been put 
forward. He could gather that all was not peaceful at all times in that congrega- 
tion. They should not, however, desire the peace of the grave, and up to a cer- 
tain point differences of opinion was a healthy sign of vigour. He would take 
note of the matters referred to by the speakers and give them earnest considera- 
tion.

Mr. E, Bropie seconded the vote. 

Councillor J. MOSER, im responding, traced the history of the Jewish com- 
munity of Bradford from its inception. Though the President of the Reform 
section he was convinced that the Spring Gardens synagogue had justified its 
existence. He pleaded for more tolerance between the two sections. Referring 
to the question of the relationship between London and the provinces he com- 
plained that the opinion of the provinces was too much ignored by those in 
London, who thought that the views of the provinces counted for very little.

With but a scant 
knowledge of the labour of lovingkindness that has been bestowed in equipping 
and maintaining the Manchester Hotel Hostel during these trying months of the 
war, we were yet astounded at the very magnitude of the work, and to state that 
Mrs. Gluckstein has been the spirit and soul of it all, never tiring in her 
zeal for the perfection of each small detail, is no exaggeration. Much could be 
written of the wonderful work she has done, mothering at one and the same time 
the old and feeble cast out from the fair country that was of their adoption, and 
the little strangers born at the hostel, children bereft of the land that should have 
been their heritage. 

But best-of all do the plain, simple words of the illuminated aadress—the 
work of a member of the staff—convey what has hitherto been withheld from 
public knowledge: “The work of the staff at the War Refugees’ Home, Man- 
chester Hotel, London,” it records, “ having come to a conclusion, one deep regret 
is felt by all; it is that their task being over they may no longer experience 
in the various paths of life that lie before them that bright, cheerful, 
lovable influence that Mrs. Joseph Gluckstein has brought to bear 
upon each one whose privilege it has been to ass:st her in her work at this home, 
Nevertheless it will always be a happy recollection in days to come to think back 
upon what she has done and what she has been both to the refugees and the staff, 
and such thoughts we know will often sustain us as Mrs. Gluckstein’s sweet 
nature has sustained us here. ‘She stretcheth forth her hand to the poor, yea, 
she reacheth forth her hand to the needy.’ ”

THE NATIONALITY OF RUSSIAN 
SUBJECTS IN ENGLAND. 
A 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. BENJAMIN. GRAD, 6, Old Jewry. 

Sik,—A statement made by the Russian Vice-Consul in London in the course 
of a case at the West Ham Police Court on Tuesday, July 27th, ought, I think, to 
be given the widest publicity. 

The case was that of a man who was born in Berlin, of Russian parents (who 
came with. him to this country when the man was two years old), and has resided 
here ever since. For some reason, owing to his having been born in Berlin, he 
was suspected by the local authorities of being an alien enemy, but the case ayainst

As stated in “A Practical Guide for Russian Consular Officers” by the 
Kussian Consul-General in London: “The readmission of Russian subjects into 
Kussia isdefinitely assured by the indelible character of their Russian nationality. 
No Kussian subject can cease to be such without the special sanction of His 
Majesty the Tsar.” 

The Russian Vice-Consul, not being able to question the fact that the man 
according to Russian law is a Russian subject, volunteered the following state- 
ment: “ The man is a Russian, and I will give him a certificate enabling him to 
return to Kussia, but I will not give him a certificate certifying that he is of Russian 
nationality.” 

The meaning of this statement is, according to the Pussian Vice-Consul, that 
for the purpose of returning to Russia with any consequences that might entail, he 
will treat this man as a Russian, but if the man wishes to prove tothe English 
authorities that although born in Berlin he is by Russian law a Russian subject, 
then the Russian Vice-Consul says he will refuse such a certificate. As there may 
be hundreds of Jews in this country who are Kussian subjects but do not possess 
the regular Russian Foreign Passport, this statement of the Russian Vice-Consul 
given by him in the course of evidence in Court, ought not, I feel, to remain 
unnoticed.

Sik,—In a letter published in a contemporary my friend Mr. Leslie Stuart 
calls attention to the fact that so many Germans were formerly engaged in 
the music-engraving industry that their internment has caused serious incon- 
venience to British music publishers. He suggests that these experts should be 
allowed to follow their vocation in the camps, in order to relieve the situation and 
support their families at present chargeable to the State. To this I fail to agree 
as it would only be preserving the trade for enemy aliens after the war. : 

IT suggest that many of our disabled soldiers, who are prevented from following 
their usual occupations, might be instructed in the art of mustc-engraving, which 
is a well-paid industry and only requires a limited musical knowledge. In this 
way a valuable British trade may be recovered and made to benefit those who 
have shed their blood to preserve the Empire.
